Will lt Survive? Editor Speaks Out

(This reporter recently inter- 
viewed Mary Patterson, editor 
of the SAC underground paper, 
“The Philosophe,” as to her re- 
flections on the first two issues 
of her paper.) 

Question: Who started the pa- 
per, and why? 

Answer: “The idea of a “free 
speech paper at SAC was con- 
ceived last semester by a num- 
ber of students active in student 
affairs, and concerned with the 
one-sided “representation” of 
the student population of SAC, 
perpetuated in the editorial pol- 
icy of El Don. 

The main purpose for starting 
a separate student publication 
was to present to the students an 
active media through which they 
could air views and philosophies 
differing from the status quo, 
which were not subject to the 
biased restraints placed on the 
publication of such views by the 
student editor and faculty ad- 
visor of El Don. 

After being appointed Com- 
missioner of Campus Relations 
this semester, I immediately be- 
gan working through proper stu- 
dent government and administra- 
tive channels to secure formal 

for such a publication, 


and with the backing of ASSAC, 


President Paul Dean — was able 
to bring together a small group 
of dedicated students willing to 
give the time and hard work 
necessary to make this ideal a 
reality.” 

Question: Who authored the 
censorship of your paper, stu- 
dents or administration? 

Answer: “The administration— 
claiming they had been “besieg- 
ed” by phone calls and com- 
plaints from “outraged”  stu- 
dents, faculty and concerned 
parents (?) — first banned the 
publication entirely and threat- 
ened to convert our entire staff 
into “former students”. 

However, after the Student 
Executive Cabinet voted unani- 
mously to support the re-estab- 
lishment of the paper (stating 
they would strike in protest if 
necessary), and ASSAC Presi- 
dent Paul Dean personally con- 
fronted the administration and 
argued for our right to continue 
publication, the administration 
conceded us the right to contin- 
ue publishing under certain re- 
straints designed to protect the 
minds and morals of the inno- 
cent students who we were. s0 
blatently corrupting.” x 

Question: ‘How’ do you fee 
about. the old El Don editor? 

Answer: “I think the previous 


editor (Cora Allen) was con- 
scientious in trying to perform 
her duties, but too young and 
easily swayed by the political 
philosophy of certain “higher 
ups” to handle her job in the 
objective manner, vital to the 
essence of good newsmanship.

John Singer (Alan Arkin) is 
an alien wherever he goes in the 
community. Although he has a 
job as a silver engraver, he is 
apart from everyone else because 
of his deafness. His only contact 
with the community is a card — 
“John Singer, I am a deaf mute, 
but I read lips and understand 
what is being said to me. Please 
do not shout.” 

However, John Singer cannot 
be called deaf and dumb. Deaf 
to what? Only the sound of 
words make him deaf. Dumb to 
what? Certainly he is not dumb 
about feelings, ideas, or the es- 
sences of life. He feels Mick’s 


(Sondra Locke, a new young 
actress) cry of lonliness and 
need of someone to listen to her 
and make her growing up easier. 

John Singer is a man who gives 
everything he can to his fellow- 
man. A negro doctor (Percy 
Rodreguez) who has hated white 
men his entire life finds friend- 
ship with Singer during his final 
battle days against cancer. When 
his daughter (Cicely Tyson) be- 
comes filled with hate toward 
her father for refusing to perjur 
himself, Singer brings the two 
of them back together. 

Yet, while Singer had all these 
friends, he was still lonely. His 
only open friendship is with a 
fellow deaf mute Antonapoulos 
(Chuck MeCann) an infant men- 
tally, who is committed to a men- 
tal institution and dies there. 

Singer feels, sees, and tries to 
help his friends. However, they 
lack feelings. When the time 


comes that he needs an under- 
standing person no one is there. 
None care at the moment wheth- 
er he lives or dies. The doctor is 
too busy with his patient and re- 
joicing that he and his daughter 
are once again a happy family. 
Mick is worried about what she 
and her boyfriend have just 
done. She knows that she is the 
middle of life, neither being able 
to retreat to childhood or advance 
to maturity. Antonapoulos has 
died. 

Alan Arkin’s Singer ends in 
the hands of a gun. A waste... 
A man who gave everything he 
had in spite of his handicap, yet 
Singer received nothing in return 
from those to whom he gave. 

Arkin’s performance in “The 
Heart is a Lonely Hunter” adapt- 
ed from Carlson McCullen’s novel 
by the same name has won him 
the Academy Awards nomination 
for best actor.

Residents of River Lane and Riviera Drive found 
themselves evacuating their homes for fear that the rag- 
ing river would drop in on the front step of its neighbors. 
The 30 mile an hour creek, chewed up enough dirt to 
build the biggest sand or dirt castle any little boy ever 
could handle. 


Many nice homes lost pools and beautiful back 
yards due to the raging creek. Not a weed in the back- 
yard, but now there’s not a complete strip of lawn. Rivi- 
era took the hardest bumps and bruises. 


The biggest disaster in Santa Ana since the 1933 
earthquake was taking place, and who was to stop the 
raging waters. Everybody and everything, from five years 
of age to Santa Ana College students manned their shov- 
els and took charge of the situation. 


The biggest help came from the Santa Ana College 
students. Muscles were needed and the college provided 
what was needed. Through this hard work, the owners 
of the homes provided the students with the energy to 
keep going. aie 

Everything from Me & Eds Pizza to Kentucky riec 
Gliskee Sendwitehas and hundreds of McDonald’s 
hamburgers were offered for energy. Soda pop of all 
kinds and every so often a few barrels of beer, milk, and 
plenty of water were given to quench the thirst. 


The men, who took charge of the river with their 
muscles needed help from the women to keep going. The 
men filled sand bags, dropped cars, and anything else 
that would cling to the side was deposited into the 
creek. The women controlled the hungers with the food 
and drink. 


Through all of this, Santa Ana students earned the 
spotlight in the adults eyes. Numberous home owners

President John Johnson has addressed the students 
of Santa Ana College for their well appreciated help in 
this short letter: 


April 8, 1969 
Dear ‘‘Dons:” 


The recent Santiago Creek flood provided an unusual 
rallying point for the students and the citizenry to work 
cooperatively on an important project — that of saving 
life and property. Under adverse conditions and working 
shoulder to shoulder with City engineers and townspeo- 
ple many of our students put in long hours without 
thought of personal reward other than perhaps the inner 
satisfaction coming from knowing that they had partici- 
pated in giving real help in a time of need. 


City officials, the Chamber of Commerce, and residents 
of the damaged area have commended our students for 
exceptional performance in this time of potential crisis. 
The daily avalanche of derogatory press concer ing 
youth and its alleged irresponsibility was significantly 
offset by this voluntary action which provided a refresh- 
ing “breath of fresh air’ and proof positive that young 
people could be counted on to come through when the 
chips are down and it really matters.
